COAL STRIKE NOTICES SUSPENDED. 
. mo, Londoa, Sept. 34. 

Mr. Smillia opened the proceedings at to-day's conference with 
Mr, Lloyd George, Mr. Bonar Law, the President of the Board af 
Trade and the Coal Controller by announcing that the miners had 
reluctantly decided, in view af the Government's inability to concede 
an immediate increase, that ther could not suspend thelr notices or 
Prevent a strike taking place to-morrow. . 

The Prime Minister, yeplring, said that this would be a most pain- 
fal announcement for milfions, both in this country and abruad, be- 
cause, as they all knew, it would bring hardship and privation to 
tjany a household. The Premier added that there were only twenty- 
four hours before the plunge over the precipice was taken. therefore 
all he asked was suspension of the notices for one week to meet the 
owners, He was assured it would not take two days to discover a 
basis on which wages would be mace dependent on output, and with- 
in a month the miners eonld sseure an appreciable increase of wages, 
He was canvinced that his proposa) would not merely Rive the miners 
what they wanted, but, with a little more effort, a little more than ther 
were asking. 

Mr. Smillie declare? that the canse of fall in the outpot was the 
exhaustion of coal without new collieries being opened up, and they 
conld not go back to the Miners* Conference with a proposal for wages 
Gependenit on natnut. for there waa BO powar on earth to get the 
Miners to suspend their notices. 

Thereon Mr, Lloyd George admitted Mr. Smillie’s contention that 
output depended an the miner-owner as well as the miners. He had 
pat hi: proposal before the owners, and they were prepared to examina 
i, All he asked was that the minera should suspend their notices 
for vre week and mee? the owners to consider whether the proposal 
Was practicable, and would give the benefits they wanted, , 

Mr. Bonar Law remarked that experts opined that the Govern- 
ment propwsal could be carried out in a couple of sittings in sach 
a war as ty give the miners an increase of wages in October. 

The Government delegates then left the room. On their return. 
Mr. Smillie announced that the Executive had decided to recommend 
the Delegates’ Conference that notice be suspended for « week, and 
the Executive were willing to meet the mine owners to-morrow in a 
preliminary matter, or if to-morrow is impossible. on Monday. 

The Premier concluded the sitting by saying he was very glad 
the miners were making an effort, and he earnestly hoped it would be 
successful.

With all that has been done we ara ip hearty 
agreement, and we sincerely trust that our Traffic Department will 


continue to be as mindful of the safety of pedestrians as it has been

» The new ruledesling with Queen’s Road East, under which 
motorists mus! proceed br one road when going east and must 
return by the other is, we think, capable of extension in several 
directions. Where there are alternative routes, equally convenient, 
all trafic should be diverted along them in one direction so aa to 
ensure no danger from reto-ning trafic. The idea was put into 
operation when the Police made a rule that all cars proceeding 
by the top road (past the 
University) and should return by the lower road, commonly known 
as Jabilee Rosd. and so enter the City at Kennedy Town. And 
users of that road know.what a feeling of security those enforced 
one-way routes give. The'principle need scarcely, be conSned to 
motor traffic. Let us take the case of rickshas in Kowloon. 
After leaving the Ferry wharf there are two ways of getting 
into Nathan Road, one by Hankow Koad and then Peking Rosd. 
mod the uther by going straight along Salisbury Road and 
direct into Nathan Road. At presont practically every ricksba, no 
matter whether going to or from the ferry, uses the first-pamed 


‘ Fonte, with the resolt that when rounding the corners of the streets 


mentioned above it is often a case ofa narrowly averted collision. 
If one of the routes were made compulsory for upward. traffic and 
the other for downward traffic.

strange to people. who would 
naturally expect in the thesotimes 
to find the anthorities insisting 
on the opposite standpoint—not 
graciously condescending to per- 
mit the isstallation of water 
closats, but rather seeking to hear 
Teasons why the other type 
of convenience_should be per- 
petuated. It’s about high time, 
in fact, that the pernicious and 
antiquated dry bucket system 
were atsointely done away with 
in this Colony, and our hope is

Rovent shipments of rice to 


Cuba from Heogkong, before the 
embargo came into force, were 
tande direct, and withont the in- 
termediary of any San Francisco 
house. This bas struck panic 
into the hearts of the San Franc- 
isco rica importars, for it is ikely 
to arreat from their hands the 
Cuban basiness. There is real 
consternation fo tha camp of the 
San Francisca importers, for tha 
future is fraught with serious 
consequances to them. Previous: 
by the San Francisco rice importer 
used to boy from Hongkong, aud 
sell to Caban dealers... The profit 
on the business has ranged be- 
tween twenty-five and fifty cents 
per 100 Ibe. The recent trouble 
that the Hongkong merchants 
have had with San Francisco 
houses, inasmach as ‘some of 
their bills have been returned 
from San Francisco dishonoured, 
on the plea of alleged technical 
errors in shipments, have 
prompted the local rice exporters 
to get into direct contact with 
the Cuban buyers. The prospect 


of getting rico supplies cheaper be 


from Hongkong direct than 
through San Francisco merchants 
has been very tempting to the 
(merchants. in Havans, and a 
good business therefore resulted, 
until the Cuban Government 
stepped in, on the representations 
of the Washington Government, 
and placed an embargo on im- 
ports of rice inte the coantry for 
fourmonths. For the time being, 
this profitable business bas come 
to a balk, but there is 
no doubé that many a Hongkong 
rice exporter, after'the embargo 
is lifted at tha end of this year, 
will again try and get into direct 
touch with the dealer in Cuba. 


The local rice merchants right- 
Iy argue that if the San Francisco 
honses can take the risk in sell- 
ing to Coban dealers, many of 
hom they describe as . being 
lacking in commercial morality, 
and ready to repudiate their con- 
tracts when there is a drop of 
enly 20 cents per pound in the 
market price, the Hongkong 
merchants can do likewise. The 
latter have done business with the 
San Francisco bouses because 
they felt s sense of security in 
trading with them. But the re- 
cent debacle has shattered all 
confidence, and it is felt that if 
on such a flimsy ground as 
“technical errors™ in shipments 
contracts should be repudiated by 
same of the San Francisco mer- 
chants, there is no advantage in 
dealing with the San Francisco 
suiddieman. The latter has 
not been slow in putting 
all the blame upon the Cuban 
tuyers who bave repudiated their 
contracts, but surely the Hong 
Kong merchant is not to suffer 
for that. The San. Francisco 
merchant has his remedy. "He 
prides himself on knowing the 
Cuban dealers and mentions that 
he has so much trouble with them 
every season that he has to send 
a number of representatives 
to Cuba to. settle accounts, 
and force tbe buyers there to 
honour their commitments. For 
that, the San Francisco rice 
merchant is amply compensated 
in the middleman’s profits that 
he earns, which ron into very 
large figures every year. -The 
Hongkong exporter of the grain 
does not care a brass far- 
thing whether the Coban buyer 
has repudiated his contract 
with the San Francisco house or 
He recognises the San 
Francisco buyer in the transae- 
tion, and for the latter to wriggle 
ot of bis engagsments on the 
ground that Cuba has been rejact- 
ing tbe cargo that has been sold 
is proof that commercial morality 
among some of the San Francisc: 
merchants is atalowebb. This 
has sq disguated the Hongkong 
rice exporter thet he contem- 
plates going seriously after the 
Coban business himself, and some 
are already ‘planning opening 
branches in Cuba, while a fow 
are talking of sending represente- 
tives to the country.
